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Dawn Check of Fatalities

Homeless 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., 
March 23.—The South's tor- 


nado death list went above 
300 today as the sombre work 
of rescue and rehabilitation 
progressed. Estimates of the 
injured 
while the homeless were esti- 
mated upward of 7,000. 


A dawn check of fatalities, which 
have increased steadily gince first re- 
ports of seven dead Monday, disclosed 


35 im Georgia, 17 in Tennessce, two 
in South Carolina and two in Ken- 
tucky for a total of 302 in the five 
states siruck by storms. 


ADDITIONAL DEAD 

Relief .workers sent back reports of 
some of the additional dead after they 
made theis way over storm-littered 
roads to aid conimunities laid flat by 
the freakish spring winds. Other re- 
ports came as regions isolated by tne 
blasts were able to re-establish com- 
munication lines. And still others 
followed the search of wreckage. 

None was able to estimate the 
property damage in dollars and cents. 
The hundreds of homeless had a wave 
of cold weather added ic their dis- 
comforts and farmers over the hardest 
hit areas faced the prospect of a 
planting season without shelter, im- 
plements or livestock. 


MAKESHIFT HOSPITALS 

As highways were opened today, in- 
removed from makeshift 
hospitals in churches, courthouses 
and other available buildings pressed 
into emergency service, to hospitals 
in the larger cities. 

National guardsmen hurried tents, 
cots and blankets to the devastated 
areas of Alabama while welfare 
agencies solicited food and clothing 
for survivors. Rescue and relief 
workers called on every available 
resource to aid the stricken. 


GOVERNOR APPEALS 

Governor B. M. Miller of Alabama 
issued a formal proclamation calling 
on the people of the state to contri- 
bute to the relief of storm sufferers 
and the Red ‘Cross organized for 
speedy aid to the injured, 

National guardsmen patrolled Tus- 
celoosa and Talladega counties on 
Alabama to prevent looting and 
patrols were established at Northport 
and Sylacauga. 

There were reports of damage from 
high winds in states bordering those 
hardest struck.

THE NEW CORPORATION TAXES 


The amendments to the Corporations 
Taxation Act, introduced in the legislature 
on Monday, impose a tax of one per cent 
on the gross receipts of finance companies 
and one half of one per cent on the gross 
receipts of investment companies. The 
tax un trust companies rm up from one 
half per cent to one and a half per cent. 
Companies supplying electric energy are 
subject to a sliding scale of levies, from 
which municipal plants are exempt. Gas 
companies are to be taxed one cent per 
thousand cubic feet, instead of one quarter 
of a cent as heretofore. 

These taxes will of course be passed 
along, in so far as the parties concerned 
can find ways to collect the new charges 
from their customers. No one ever pays a 
tax that he can add to his exempted oper- 
ating costs or recover by increasing his 
charges, and human ingenuity has attained 
considerable facility in discovering ways 
to do the one or the other. 

If the financial concerns are hit hard 
enough to make any appreciable difference 
in their profits, the effect of the new 
imposts upon them wil! be to shove interest 
rates upward and restrict credit. Com- 
panies supplying electricity and gas will 
be under similar inducement to raise rates 
if and when they can do so. To the extent 
to which the new taxes are felt to be 


penalties, they will tend to hinder the flow - 


of money into Alberta for loaning pur- 
poses‘and industrial investment. 


GIVE SOMEBODY A JOB 


Spring is approaching, with unemploy- 
ment as widespread as it was a year ago, 
and a hopeful public waiting to see what 
the federal or provincial government may 
have in mind in the way of relief work. 
But while he waits for Premier Bennett or 
Premier Brownlee to pull a rabbit out of 
the hat and solve the problem by a trick 
of statesmanship, the private citizen can 
do a good deal to reducé the problem to 
smaller proportions if he does not over- 
look the possibilities of the case. 

The “army” of the unemployed is made 
up of individuals. Every idle man who is 
given a job reduces the number. Even if 
the job is only temporary it will be wel- 
comed by the individual and will help to 
ease the general situation to that extent 
and for the time. Probably every house- 
holder in town knows of some repair work 
that should be done around the place. This 
is the time to put it in hand. It may pro- 
vide employment for some one for only a 
few hours or a day, but is by no means to 
be ignored on that account. Even an “odd 
job” is a blessing for the man who has 
none. If there were enough odd jobs 
available no one need be in the relief line. 

Spring is the time for cleaning up, re- 
pairing, painting and putting things in 
order, outside and in. Around the thous- 
ands of homes in Edmonton there are 
enough spring chores of these kinds to 
keep hundreds of men busy for weeks, at 
comparatively small cost to the house- 
holders, and to the improvement in the 
appearance and value of the property. 
Why not give somebody a job, if only for 
an hour or so?

Every tenth man of an Austrian 
regiment was shot for treason by 


the whole regiment when it made |

Recently a Calgary resident dis- 
Closed the decimation order, having 
obtained a copy from a member of 
the regiment who escaped death. It 
was signed by Frenz Joseph, Emper- 
or of Austria, and was issued shortly 
after the outbreak of war. 


Decimation is a “lottery of death,” | 


by which every tenth man fs shot, be- | 
ing chosen for death through a system 
of drawing slips of paper from a box 


The order, dated April 17, 1915, reads: | 


WITH DEEPEST SORROW. 
“With deepest sorrow and grief 1 


. order that the Imperial and Royal 
Regiment of Infantry No. 28, which | 


made itself guilty of cowardice and 
high treason before the enemy, be ex- 
pulsed from My Army, The regimen-
